CHICAGO, May 8—Four policemen 


were injured and 'one etrikei fatally 
shot in a riot of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany strikers at South Chicago today. 
The riot followed a big mass meeting 
of the strikers held in Eighty-fourth 
street. About 500 men were present 
and the speechtn became so violent 
and the men so demonstrative that the 
leaders forced an adjournment. The 
crowd would not disperse, however, 
and a riot call brought a detail of fif- 
teen police officers, headed by Lieuten- 
ant Wagner, to the scene. The police 
ordered the crowd to disperse, but the 
order was met with hoots aud threats, 
the women among the strikers daring 
the officers fo shoot. The policemen 
finally charged with drawn revolvers 
and were mei with a volley of stones 
and slug. 
Lieutenant Wagner and 


three of hig men fell and the other 
officer opened fire, sending about 
twenty-five shots into the crowd. At 
the beginning of the firing the striker* 
fled, four of the leaders be ing arrested.
